Bid the Greeks I'afnt Their Sculptnres? 
In 1884 Professor Treu 
published a 


pamphlet entitled "Sollen wir unsere 
Statuen bemalen I" (Ought wo to paint our 
statues?) which made a profound impres- 
sion on the artistic world; and the perusal 
of this led mo to give the matter careful 
attention. 
Being in Europe at the time I 


had excellent opportunities for investiga- 
tion; and starting absolutely without bias 
or preconception I made careful cotes of 
every bit of evidence, pro and con, which I 
came upon during a trip through Greece 
and Italy, and also in the larger northern 
museums, as a result of which I became 
convinced of tho following points: 


That from the beginning of their art of 


reulpture, through its whole course, It wan 
the custom of the Greeks, and following 
them the Romans, to paint their marble 
statues and reliefs. 


That this application of color was not re- 


stricted to «ertain details, but covered the 
entire surface of tbe marble, both nude 
parts and draperies, with the possible ex- 
ception of portions where the natural color 
of the marble aerved its purpose in the gen- 
eral scheme. 


That the colors used were not merely 


tints, but strong body colors, the aim of 
the artist being'to imitate nature in the 
matter of color just so far as the sculpture 
itself did in that of form; that la, with a 
conventional idealization or generaliza- 
tion by which the unpleasant features of 
realism were avoided—Edward Robinson 
is. Century.

A BRISTOLIAN IN EUROPE. 


Mr. Williarr, II. Grundy, who ac- 


lompanied Mr Rudolph Blankenburg, 
>f Philadelphia, on his mission to 
lussia in aid of the famine sufferers 
here, writes very interesting letters 
homo relating his experience. 
From 


letters we are permitted to make 


the following extracts: 


MOHCOW, KI.'SSIA, 


Friday, April 1, 1802. 


It is now one week and three clays since 


we loft St. 1'cteriburK for tlio fitniine strick- 
en district, iirill luring Hint time I hiive been 
muble to put pen to pupci- to Rive you ttny- 
.hing approaching a letter; in fact to ut- 
,empt to do so now, and relate what I tiuve

We were by ull hands treated with 


.lie utmost consideration, and placed under 
HO many social >bligations, that in order to

Ulunkenburg n id myself 
assembled the 


American legation to dine with us at the 


Nanore" (the lielleviie of St. Petersburg) 


the evening before we left. In fact, we were 
iiirdly out of our claw-hammers. Our mil- 
roud ride from kit. Petersburg to Moscow 
was very interesting and 
comfortable—a 


distance of 400 miles. The railroads arc in 
respect lo their •onstriictkm and equipment 
of the very best, but celerity or economy of 
.line is not a pai t of consideration, although 
Between >St. 1'eti rsburg and Moscow they do 
better than in tl.e outlying districts, making 
at (lie rale of .ibout twenty-live miles per 
iiour. Going dovm wo did not stop here only 
to change cars, und in doing BO we enooun- 


—"At the Bristol worsted mills 


about 1,750,000 pounds of wool are

In 
the first place their wages are very low 
(from SI to $2. >0 per month und found),and 


ic work period not lusting longer than from 
irce to four i louths, they have nothing to 
o except lay idle. In fact, as a class, thcii 
esire to work aud what they can get to do 
coins to til, and they are very near to prim- 
tive humanit/. 
For -several years, from 


arious reasons, crops have failed and a vast, 
crritory exten ling from close to this p'liict, 
o the Ural Mcunlains and clear over into 
Vsia, and from near to the iilack Sea as fat 
T North as fa miug exists, has more or less 
een effected. 
At Siirulou .\'C were on llio river Volgu 


bout 000 mill's from its entrance into the 
'aspian Sea; lucre we were met by very 
iud friends, prearranged, and taken clif.rgi 
f in good slui] f. Saratou is a place of 125, 
00 population and as far as municipal im- 
rovernculs are concerned, in very good 
hape. At the hotel they spoke nothing but 
ubsian, and if not for our friends who 
ould speak (iermau to Mr. Blankenburg, 
rid n Mr. 0 ildcn, an Englishman, owuer 
nd engineer of tho waterworks, who spoke 
Inglish, we W( uld have been in a bad way; 
n fact all the way down at the lunch sta- 
ions we could only satisfy our hunger by 
lie language 01' our index finger, and did a 
reat deal of pointing, in many cases not 
mowing what we were eating even after 
Betting it pretiy well masticated. 
We were 


n charge of tlie Messrs. Millers (Germans), 
argo merchanH, shippers and farmers, owu- 
ng some 15.0HO acres of laud and reutiug 
and farming s< me li>,000 in addition. 
Last 


their 
Jarniiug lost them $25,000. 


On the following morning with our sleigh 
md complete outfit of furs, provisions aud 
necessaries for a four days' trip we started, 
and after getting upon the frozen (ice four 
'eet thick) Volga, which at this place is 
ive miles widi, we drove twelve miles in a 
)liuding snow storm before taking laud ou 
,lie opposite s.de. Our sleigh was a novel 
tifair, the mi in seat in the back wide 
enough for three or four persons, wiih an 
ilevaled seat i \ front for the driver, set low, 
lot over oue foot from tho ground, built iu 
he strongest manner, proved very comfort- 
ible, and with three horses, oue in the 
shafts with one on either side, we galloped 
.long at the rule of nine to twelve miles per 
lour as the < ircumstauces of roads would 
icrniit. 
The days in the middle were from 


he foroe'of the sun at this late season a lit- 
le soft, but yet with strong winds our furs 
were absolutily indispensable. The first 
Jay we made sixty miles, passing through 
i*»ny onmmunrta which aj'tt from tWO t.O tea 
niles apart and witnessing scenes of want 
and suffering I never expected lo see. What 
.as been written, aud described in the pub- 
ic prints cannnot convey the misery and 
suffering existing in this vast area of terri- 
tory. 
I shall not go into details for I can- 


not, but suth'oc it to say that from ten to fifty 
>er cent of th-' population in these villages 
s fed by charily, through the means of or- 
ganized kitchens, from funds contributed by 
,he goveruniei t and private aid. In Sama- 
ra, a state or government tlie size of Peun- 
lylvania (and there are seventeen other gov- 
iruinenta so effected), these kitchens are lo- 
cated iu towards the Ural Mountains a dis- 
ance of 200 n lies; beyond that they do not 
know what th" 
1 situation is. These kitchens 


'uruish a half Ib. coarse sour black bread and 
a piut of soup (thin vegetable soup) per day 
jer person, costing per portion Ij cents, and 
pet they arc unable for the want of means to 
do all that's necessary. In many places the 
aorses aud cattle have been sold for want of 
fodder and at very low prices; a good horse 
for farm work as low as §iS. The straw roofs 
,o stables and houses have been abandoned 
and used as fodder to endeavor to keep their 
stock until spring growth returns; houses 
abandoned ami two to five families huddled 
together for economy of fuel, and mauy 
children with lean, pale, sallow faces aud 
sunken eyes, with only one want—some- 
thing to eat. 


But 1 cannot go further. Suffice it to say, 


we drove over a 100 miles down the Volga 
and sixty mill 3 East, thence within the four 
days returned to Saratou with (he same 
eights iu each community. The purely Rus- 
sian Greek Catholic and the Roina'u Catholic 
community W»TO the worst off; 
the Luth- 


eran not so badly situated, being colonists 
from Germany of 100 years ago oi more. 
The Menonitej we found in good shape, not 
needing any assistance and possessed of good 
land aud improvements, so the character of 
the people thtmselves has a good deal to do 
with their present condiiion. If a failure 
occurs again I his year it will be very, very 
bad, 
and as a gentleman said to me ill Sai'a- 


lou undoubtedly many thousands will starve 
to death. 
Wjiat has been done up to this 


time centered to preserve human Ills and the 
stock, aud the question is now uppermost 
how to start these small farmers again. In 
uiauy section i, "with horses and cattle sold or 
dead, with no seed for planting, the future 
looks dark.

* 
Count Tolstoi, the 


Russia poet and liberal and economical wri- 
ter, lives here at Moscow. He and-his 
daughters Imve b«eu engaged for many 
mouths in pi raoaally assisting in the relief 
of suffering out iu the districts. Minister 
Smith appointed us his deputies (with letters 
of introductu n to the Count) to convey to 
him $3,500 from New York, sent to Mr. 
Smith, and there has been a great deal of 
money sent to Tolstoi by charitable people 
all over the vorld to be applied as he deem- 
ed best. 
We have this morning sent to him 


our letter aud cards and arejustiu receipt of 
his invitation to spend the evening with him. 
Minister Smi h said to us in St. Petersburg, 
"I would rather be with Tolstoi for an hour 
than with any man iu Europe." The Count 


is somewhat off color or in disgrace (on ac- 
count of his liberal writings) with the pow- 
ers that be, and it is impossible for Mr. 
Smith ill Minister of the V. S. to the Court 
here to meet Tolstci. 


In a subsequent letter written from Dres- 


den, Mr. Oirundy hayst 


* * * 
Moscow is a beautiful, well con- 


structed city, many and beautiful churches. 
The Oomliu, the palace occupied by Napo- 
leon when he was here in 1812, is a beauti- 
ful palace. It was from this palace lie wit- 
nessed the burning of the city and realized 
the beginning of his downfall. 
Our visit to 


and reception by Count Tolstoi was -ft de- 
lighlful experience, lie lives in a modest 
UUL un^c unu Handsome vniu., au«i uyvu en- 
tering the drawing-room the Countess, who 
was expecting us, approached and said, 
"Gentlemen, I am very glad indecd^to see 
you and make your acquaintance" (in excel- 
lent .English). Shortly the Count crime to 
us—a plain, farmer-looking man about (36 
years of age, dressed neglige in a plain 
homespun blouie, aud with warmth ac- 
knowledged the honor of our presence. 
They have nine children from 5 to 80, apart 
of whom we met; in fact our visit was en- 
tirely en famile and without ceremony; all 
the children speaking English, French, Ger- 
m»n, and of course Buiise. Other visitors 
were there speaking Kussian and French, 
and we had for the two hours we were there 
four languages, going at the same time. 1 
cannot begin to tell you all that transpired. 
Ait hands were exceedingly interested in 
our visit and doings in Itu&sia, und full of 
enthusiasm and gratitude for the help ex- 
tended to the suffering Russian peasantry. 
Miss Tolstoi, a young lady about 25 years of 
age, 
was tillable and interesting. She was 


well posted on America, and English and 
American subjects. 
She is very bright and 


dopes to come to America year after next. 
Tolstoi und his family are as far as may be 


Russia what we would term ."kickers'' 


wilhiu the law—liberal in their religion and 
humanitarian thoughts; iu Taut American; 
in all it was the most agreeable episode in 
our travels. 


Mr. Blankenburg and myself intended to 


come direct to Dresden from Moscow, but si 
telegram from Minister Smith asking us to 
return by Rt. PelcrbUurg changed our plp.us, 
so on Sunday night a week since we bid 
goud-bye to Moscow.

matters connected with Mr. Blaukerilmrg's 
mission, Mr. Smith had some social affairs 
on hand he wished us to joiu in with, which 
held us over until Thursday evening. Firs

DEIFTING AT SEA. 


WHAT TAKES PLACE ON A SI EAMER 


WHEN THE SHAFT BREAKS. 


A Story of a Mluhup at Sou That Some- 


time* Call* for Heroic Work—How tho 
Steanmhlp Kiui«a« Beached Tort After 
Twenty Day* of Slow Drifting. 
"Stand by your boatsl" 
This command was shouted from the 


bridge of Uio steamship Kansas of the 
Warren lino on Nov. 4, 1891, by Captain 
Alexander Ifcmton. A report like the dis- 
charge of a heavy piece o£ ordnance had 
just been heard in the after part of the 
Bhip, and the great iron hull had been 
&haken from htcm to stern. Immediately 
tho screw had cwused to revolve, and tho 
Kaunas was as helpless in tho arms o£ the 
octan as a babe in the lap of its mother. 


Tho Ultra responded with alacrity, arid in 


less time than it takes to tell it everything 
was in readiness for a hasty departure 
from the ship if necessity demanded it. 
While these precautions were being taken 
tho chief engineer emerged from below, 
and going to where the captain stood in- 
formed him that tho bhaft had broken 
short off about twenty-five feet inboard. It 
can readily bo understood what an acci- 
dent of this nature means, as the Kail area 
of a modern steamship is hardly sufficient 
to givo her steering headway even iu a 
Bile. 


The steamer Kansas sailed from Liver- 


pool on the 28th of October with a general 
cargo of English merchandise. Sho was in 
splendid condition, having recently come 
off tho dry dock in thorough repair. 
It 


was her ninety-third trip across tho At- 
lantic, and, while not starting out to break 
her record, the captain believed ho would 
have a most successful passage. Every- 
thing worked smoothly until the afternoon 
of Nov. 4, when the accident occurred, anil 
the ship took even chances ol' going to the 
bottom of the ocean. 


There was a heavy sea on at the time, 


and the wind howled through tho rigging 
with a force that threatened to wrench it 
from its fastenings. The Jog showed that 
the ship was just 8U miles off Fastnet 
when she received the shock that ranio 
very near ending her career. When it was 
learned that tho shaft had parted, an ex- 
amination showed that the trouble was in 
the stem tube, which is probably the most 
dangerous point on the whole length of 
the great shaft, as at that particular spot 
the packing is used to prevent the water 
working into the tunnel. 


Hero was on emergency that Captain 


Fenton was quick to appreciate. It was 
shown that the ship was making over 200 
tons of water per hour, and that the safety 
of the vessel and perhaps the lives of thoso 
on board depended on checking this flow. 
It was n perilous undertaking to go into 
the tunnel, as the water rushed in with the 
force of a Niagara. 


"Who will volunteer to follow ruof" said 


the captain to his men. 


All of the officers stopped forward and 


ono bravo seaman. 
While tho captain 


could have ordered any member of his crew 
into the tunnel, yet ho felt he would not 
call upon them to go where ho was uot 
willing to lead the way. 


Down into the black depths of tho ship 


descended the men until the tunnel was 
reached. A hasty survey showed that it 
was half filled with water. Groping their 
way along a murky darkness the stern box 
was finally reached. Here the water was 
nearly up to the armpits of the daring of- 
ficers and of icy coldness. The danger of 
tho undertaking was enhanced by the 
fact that any accident to the pumping en- 
gines and the tunnel would have become 
filled with water, rendering escape impos- 
sible. But the machinery worked all right 
for the time, and kept tho flow partly 
under control while tho repairing was go- 
ing on. The officers had taken with them 
ropes, blankets and any other material 
that could he used to advantage in dimin- 
ishing the rush of tho waters. An attempt 
was made to chain or chuck up the broken 
end of the shaft, but in this only partial 
success was attained. The men remained 
at their labors for over four hours, and 
when they emerged it was with difficulty 
that thoir limbs were made to relax their 
rigidity. 


After this tho captain turned his atten- 


tion to doing what he could to make port. 
First of all the sails were set, then the can- 
vas on the small boats was hoisted, their 
covers were also put up to the breeze, ev- 
ery spare sail was brought up and rigged 
so as to catch the puffs of wind; the cargo 
booms and derricks were also utilized, and 
thus decorated the Kansas presented one 
of the most novel marine pictures that 
was ever seen on the Atlantic. 


Under the influence of the moderate 


breeze the steamer took up a sort of drift- 
ing coarse, or, as the sailors call it, she 
had a leeway of six points, and crept the 
water at the rate of 2% knots per hour. 
Practically she went dead to leeward. The 
prospects of reaching shore were not very 
assuring, but all that human ingenuity 
could devise had been done. 


On and on she drifted, until it was be- 


lieved she would ultimately reach the 
Freuch coast. In tho meantime the pumps 
began to cause trouble, as under constant 
use they became choked and worn, which 
necessitated stopping them from time to 
time to make repairs. During these times 
tho wftter frequently rose to a height of 
seren feet in tha ship. The ship rolled 
heavily, and a great part of the cargo be- 
came broken and the contents of barrels 
and boxes wero a confused mass in the 
hold. 


On the sixth day after the accident the 


British steamer Voudram sighted the 
Kansas and sent a boat off to see what 
assistance she could render. It was de- 
cided that the "Vondram should tow the 
cr'ppled ship into Liverpool, and arrange- 
ments to that end were immediately car- 
ried out. The Kansas was practically help- 
less, and the great strain that came upon 
the hawsers was more than they could 
stand. After the two ships had kept com- 
pany about forty-five miles the ropes part- 
ed, and all subsequent attempts to renew 
the attachment of the two vessels failed, 
and the Vondram finally steamed away 
out of sight. 


The vessel continued on her drifting 


course for ten days, and was rearing the 
Bay of Biscay when tho wind middenly 
shifted to southwest, which changed the 
coarse east-northeast. 


The Kansas held to her new course for an 


additional ten days, and gradually drew 
toward the coast of Ireland. On the morn- 
lug of the 30th day after the accident Capt. 
Fenton located his ship about sixty miles 
ofl Queenstpwn, and concluded to com- 
municate with the land if he could find a 
crew of volunteers who would undertake 
the task in a lifeboat. 


Before assistance arrived the ship had 


drilled within nine miles of Old Head 
K.nsale, and ultimately brought up four 
miles off the coast, where the waves tossed 
hn» about as if she were a birch canoe. 
Finally th-ee powerful tugs put out to the 
assistance of the disabled ship, and she was 
towed into port.—Boston Herald.

COLORING FLOWERS. 


HOW TO GIVE ARTIFICIAL COLORS 


TO CUT BLOSSOMS. 


A i Experimenting FlorlHt Gives Away 


Valuable and Interesting Secritjts of tho 
Flower IluttlneHK—MotbotlH feo Simple 
fhat Anybody May Try Them. 


Tho excitement about blue carnations 


led my neighbor, Mr. W. Dorrington, and 
m rself to cndejivor to solve the mystery by 
JDiitating it, and wo soon discovered that, 
al' hough flowers could not bo tinted by 
immersing them in dye solutions, they 
could readily Ira colored by placing their 
et.ilks in nniline solutions. 


Vnilino scarlet dissolved in water to 


al.out the transparency of claret lias a 
very rapid action on flowers, coloring them 
pi ik and scarlet. Indigo carmine producer 
be uitiful blue tints. The two combined 
dj e various shades of purple, with curiouy 
mottled effects, some parts of the flowers 
becoming pink and other parts blue and 
purple. 


<*reens are produced by using the blue 


dj e with yellow. We also tried indjgo and 
cochineal, with partial, success. 
Lily of 


thj valley flowers became beautifully 
tinged with pink or blue in six hours. 
Nurcissi are changed from pure while to 
cle^p scarlet in twelve hour.s, arid delicate 
sb ides of pink are imparted to them in a 
vc-y short time. 
Yellow daffodils are 


be iiitifully striped with dark scarlet in 
twelve hours; the edges of the corona also 
be 'ome deeply tinged and the veinings of 
th" perianth become very strongly marked. 
Tl ointerefctingqucstionof howthischange 
is brought about soon attracted ray atten- 
ti< n and proved extremely interesting. 
Tl o coloration is mainly confined to the 
ve ,sels. 
• There is a system of veins in plants, the 
vein tubes beiuy clearly seen under tho 
microscope passing through the leaves, 
pe als and other parts of ttie flower. In 
tli 'so tubes tho motion of the colored 
w, ter can been seen, and it became evident 
tli it it was by these that the color is con- 
veyed and left in every portion of the plants. 
In the cose of cut flowers the action is very 
rapid, tho water tubes beginning at once 
to absorb the fluid, which was passed along 
bj either capillary attraction, contraction, 
or possibly by some more active life force 
acting within the veins. My experiments 
in proof of this were made at first entirely 
with cut flowers. I afterward tried the 
experiment by taking a Roman hyacinth 
vi ry carefully out of tho soil and placing 
tho roots in aniline water. In twelve hours 
tho petals began to color and the flowers 
KT idually became pink tinted throughout. 
This experiment was repeated on many 
unrcissi aud other bulbs. 


It cannot, however, be said that the root 


fillers were unbroken; probably they were 
so us I have failed to color any flower by 
merely watering tho soil with colored 
water. The filtering appendages to the 
roots evidently prevent tho absorption of 
much of the color, as tho petals of the 
11 owors do not become either BO tmickly al- 
so deeply tinted when the plant has Its 
routs as-with cut flowers. It was, however, 
eli arly seen that tho vein tubes proceeded 
from the roots, thus completing tho water 
by torn of tubes from root to flower. 


The veins when colored are beautifully 


sei n under tho microscope as clear tubes 
running in parallel lines, the interspaces 
lil ed by cellular matter. The tubes gradu- 
ally branch outas they proceed, nnd as they 
approach the margins they are often finely 
br inched. \Yhen the colored water roaches 
th ' margins of the petals I hey thus become 
deoply tinctured, especially in the narcissi, 
illustrating tho cause whereby the daffodil 
so frequently obtains the deeper color at 
tliu edge of the corona. It is the same with 
tliu leucojum and the snowdrop. 


Very singular results were obtained in 


the variegated leaves of the aucuba and 
ivj—plants which at the winter season, 
ou>j would suppose, had the leaves luito 
dormant. Single leaves1, with their stalks 
pluced in aniline dye water, began to color 
in about three hours, and in twelve hours 
had their margins deeply colored. They 
were thus shown to have the absorptive 
po ver, quite •ipn.rt from the stem. 


Another remarkable- instance was seen in 


Lnpageria alba, which has a very thin, 
wii y stalk and a large waxy flower. With 
thr stalk pluced in flye water the whole 
flo ver became beautifully veined with 
pii k in three or four hours—a singular 
foe t, when one considers the minuteness of 
tin tubes through which tho liquid has to 
be drawn. It is difficult to believe that 
thi-scan be accomplished by capillary at- 
traction only. 


White tulips furnish excellent illustra- 


tions of artificial coloring, as they can be 
rendily tinted either pink, blue, gieeu or 
purplo in a few houis. The vein tubes 
which aro thus displayed in the petals 
agree with the strongly marked features 
known as the "flamed" or "feathered" vari- 
ety's of tho florist. It is generally known 
that all tulips raised from seed are self 
colored when they fust bloom, they are 
thi n called "breeder tulips," and tho en- 
thusiastic amateur florist grows on his 
"breeders" for six or seven years, until they 
"break," when they become ei ther "flamed" 
or "feathered" varieties Now a florist may 
ascertain in six hours whether his breeder 
tulip will become a feathered or a flamed 
sort, and whether it will be worth growing 
on Cor tne Vjreuklng xlme, toecuttse tnt- vein- 
ing of the petal is shown by the color, and 
it is that which makes the feature when 
the tulip is fully matured. Blue tulips 
hu\e always been desired, and they can 
thus bo artificially produced for florist pur- 
poses. 


Daffodils and narcissi generally can be 


greatly varied in color, and especially by 
she wing their exquisite veining when thus 
treated. Thetubeand corona take a darker 
and richer tone of color than the perianth, 
thus agreeing with the fact that all daffo- 
dilf are more or less bicolor. The Christ- 
ina-, rose is also an interesting flower when 
artificially colored. Straight tubes cross 
the petals from base to point, with numer- 
ous cross tubes, and the main ones branch 
out angularly, thus dividing the snow 
wh ite petals into a network of red lines. 
This interspaces are filled with oval cell- 
ule-!, and as the tubes are permeable the 
eel) ular spaces become stiff used with a del- 
icaie shade of pink. 


Snowdrops and leucojums are also very 


interesting \vhen thus treated. Their pet- 
als are veined with about eight tubes at 
the base, which pass across the petal to its 
poiiit in nearly parallel lines, strongly and 
clearly marked. These are branched near 
the tip of the petal in fanlike form, pro- 
dui ing the rich pink margins to the flower. 
Thi- double white camellia is another very 
pretty illustration, as it easily assumes a 
pinic shade throughout. It is difficult to 
imagine how this is done, as the camellia 
has a small woody stalk, and in tbe case 
of s double flower with forty or fifty petals, 
the attachment of each of them to the 
tubes in the stalk must be very slight, and 
yet every petal becomes tinted in a few 
hours. White lilac takes tho color per- 
fectly, becoming either pink or blue at 
[>le.isure.—William Broekbank in Garden- 
ers Chronicle,

cidents of fiction that it would be a wild 
imagination that could now characterize it 
as a "novel," the pedantic authoress de- 
picts a scene which has a moral for all who 
are interested in the mental growth of 
children. The papa of the lovely young 
creature who is mildly adored by the very 
proper and eligible Ccelebs who writes the 
story is blessed with a number of other 
olive branches whom he is training in the 
way they should go. 


To celebrate the birthday of his daugh- 


ter Kate, he has a family gathering on the 
trim English lawn, and reads "John Gil- 
piu," for tho beneu'tof the littlemaid, who, 
having reached the mature age of seven, is 
to give up her childish books and be intro- 
duced to standard works. By the ceremony 
of publicly bestowing all her baby litera- 
ture on her younger brothers and sisters, 
litt le Mistress Kate is debarred from undue 
lingering, and being admitted to higher 
walks of reading at once, thereupon re"al- 
izes the importance of "living" up to her 
enlarged literary privileges. 


It would be well if every child could pass 


through some such experience as this. 
With what delight the little scholars give 
up one reader for another of higher grade, 
and how definitely the old book is laid 
aside! Now why should not each one pass 
from nursery books by gentle but always 
ascending steps until the high level of lic- 
tion is reached, aud a taste for the very 
best formed?—Harper's Bazar.

calling him bad names or kicking him 
down stairs. To destroy a man's face is 
the worst of all injuries and would only be 
resorted to under extreme provocation. It 
is thought reasonable to save the,"face" of 
a condemned criminal. A Chinaman will 
save his face if ho lose hia head, ;*nd we 
are told of a magistrate "who was allowed 
as a special favor to be beheaded in his 
robes of office in order to save his face." 
No doubt the Highland chieftain or the 
knight of the Middle Ages often thought 
of his honor ns a Chinaman thinks of his 
face.—London Spectator.
